MAKIMG THE OCEAN WORK FOR 
MAN. 

To make tie unruly ocean, with Its 
ponderous waves and resistless tides, 
wo-k ror man la an old dream that 
has iured many leventora, yei- the o\\y 
of Santa Cruz, Callfonnia, possesses 
proof that tihla is not all a. dream. For 
four years aa efficient wave-motor has 
been worldng on the coast near that 
town, tt atands at the edge of a rocky 
cliff fronted by deep water. Tn-o 
well--hoIeH, one efeht and the ouber 
five feet in dlarmeter, were aunk in 
the rock, the foremost within five feet 
of the edge of the cUtt, and tbe other 
directly behind it. These wells extend 
from a .levei tlhlrty feeit aibovc high 
tide to a point neiow ebb tide, and at the 
bottom are eonnected by a IiorlKontal 
tunnel with tihe ocean, so that the 
water stands In the wella at the same 
level as In the ocean ouiElde. 

In the well neaj-cst the cli£t-«dga is 
a councerhalanced float, rislns and 
fallln® with the swells of the b«i. The 
second well contains the plunger of 
a torce pirmp, working In a long pump- 
barrel, and actuated by being connect- 
ed with the rLaing and iiailUng noaL 

In this way sea-water Is forced on 
every doi^Ti-strokc of the piston In the 
pump to a. vertical height of one hun- 
dred nTi-i tw^nty-I-ve feet, -ft-here It 
eater.-! a five thousand gaUon tank, 
carried on a derrick altty feet above 
the BTOund.

account? That it was a condescension, and 
perhaps a useless one, to try and dn n ny thing for 1 
it ? Wrapped in the clay of that child's bodj- 
tliere bums a spark of immortality which all 
thp hiirrirnn'^!? of n Ibs* day ronnot blow out. 
A child ia a little casket of infinite possibilities 
for light or darkness. 

While it is often argued that children's 
worlf is the most difficult and intricate tliat 

can be undertaken, yet we must not lose sight of the many mighty advan- 
tages which attend all effort put forth for the salvation of the young— 
advantnges wljich arc peculiar to them, which arc inevitably nbHi-uL in our 
toil among those of older years. 

First— You cait be beforehand with the devil, and it is an immeasurable 
advantage to be first on the field. Before the fascination of worldliucss has 
stolen the affection, you can point to the attraction of a life lived in the 
enthusiasm of the Cross. Before selfish greed has fastened its claim, you

to be answered; there are the old habits of 
thirty or forty years to be shaken off; there are 
a multitude of former connections to be broken. 
It takes a very cyclone of convicting truth to 
break the hardened heart, while the dropping of 
one gentle appeal will bring a child to contri- 
tion. 

Some argue that because of this suscepti- 
bility of children, their impulses and resolutions 
for good are not to be relied upon, or even en- 
couraged. This is as cruel as it is ridiculous. 
Because the plant is the easier directed in its 
earlier awakenings, is it advantageous to leave 
it to grow in uisLorLiuu until i.u toiicct its n;i3- 
shapen form you must break the stem? 1 say, 
if llieie isi a season in the soul's history when It 
is the more easily influenced for good, and that 
period is childhood, then every Christian heart 
and hand should be outstretched to influence 
the children for God, so that the little feet- may 
be led into the paths of righteousness, and so 
prevent their "easy influencing days" being 
used by the devil to drive them into the rear of 
the throng which crowds the broad road. 

Third— I'irst impressions are the most last- 
ing. This is especially so when those influences 
are for good. The mind, in its wonderful ability 
to leap through time and space with as gre.it 
ease and rapidity as the eye can blink, is contin- 
ually carrying us back to tlie days of childhood, 
stirring up memories which give us to realize 
that the early impressions have never been 
driven from our soul. We may have wandered 
from them, we may h.ive lost their track, wc 
may have abused their blessings, but they re- 
main with us, and .-ill the rough usage the heart 
may have gone through in its intervening 
travels has never been able to entirely deafen its 
ear to the home calls of those first JTnpressions 
for God and goodness. They arc like the carrier 
pigeons— no matter how far off they have been 
driven, they will come home. Wc find them 
twenty years after pecking at the gate of our 
soul. So it is with the nursery and Sunday 
school days; no child can be taught to prsy, 
love its Bible, fear its God, but what, although 
we may not see the immediate results, those 
lamps wU cast their light o'er all the shadows 
which may follow, and make the strongest 
claims upon that soul for Heaven. But in the 
caseof tens of thousands these impressions arc 
the most lasting in the sense that they remain 
in all their saving force to hold the soul to God 
and goodness, as the wheel holds the pouting 
vessel to its course across a trackless sea. 

The late Earl of Shaftesbury repeatedly an- 
nounced on great public occasions that he owed 
all his goodness and greatness, under God, to a 
poor Efrvant girl who led him to Jesus when 
but a child. 

John McNeil— the Spurgeon of Scotland- 
one of the greatest living evangelists, was saved 
when but a boy of fourteen, at one of our Army 
penitent forms. 

Amongst the oflicers of my own Ec-iid quarters StaflT there arc no less 
than twenty-three who were converted under sixteen years of age. 

I, myself, when only a little girl of seven, was led to Him who so graci- 
ously said, "Suffer the little children to come unto Me and forbid Lhem not, 
for of such is the Kingdom of Heaven."

The Second IVIeeting. 

Im 1895 I was 
once more In South Alrtca- Mty stay 
in Cape Town was very short, as 1 
gulokly passed on to BIoernvlk>nt«in, 
Jobannesbure, Doirban, and other 
plBKes up country. My puMlc meet- 
IngB In Cape Town Ihad been arranged 
to come off on my return Journey, and 
I had fully exipected again to see Mr.

I Iferget the exaet 
reason given. i tamlk it iwas his 
health ; but when the day came that 
was fixed ior the sailing of our HiLeu/Oi- 
er, I felt I could not leave Cape Tow.n 
without an efCort to secura a meeting. 
I, therefore, set aibout the bualmess 
wtbh some degree of determination, 
and finally hiaid the satl£>faatIon at find- 
ing him at Parliament Buildings. 

Rhodes' Generous Offer. 

I think be wais pleased to see me. 
I dto not remember mucih of ivhai 
passed at what was to uie a vciy i»- 
tereathiB Interview. Sir Gordon 
Sprlgg (now Premier of Oape Colony) 
was present, i do recollect, how- 
ever, that Mr. Rhodes renewed his 
offer ot land in Rhodesia.

Buwey the oountry. They can select 
the diEi.rlct mo»t likely to answer your 
nurpofrs. and vou shall have what 
land 1; necessary," 

This offer Mr. Rhodes made Ln tPie 
most -leliborate manner twice oT^er. 
Ol couise, 'he know What i waujLed to 
do. I wanted the country for the 
people, and he wanted the peopQe tor 
the country. So f&T, we were one, 
perhaps not much further. But that 
WII.S somctlhlnis. 

As the interview closed, somolhlUB 
was said hy me hoarlns on his sp'rl!;- 
ual IntweatB. In this, ! regarded him 
as a tnan of Uhe world, and i felt I 
must go wisely. To oSeud hl'm would, i 
felt, destroy every opening for future 
usefulness with him. i forget -wliat I 
Bald, "but It was something straight, 
personal, and it was understotfdi by 
him at once. While lie did not assent 
to 'my romarluj by any pasclng preten- 
sions of rellgllon, he did not reiaent 
them, Tieither dirt he pana i.hem oif 
wlOh anytb!r4p .like levity or Lndlner- 
oncc. 

On the contrary, he was serious and 
tlhioiughliEul, lan^d when 1 said 1 BJhoulu 
pray for hlro. le rcHmonil«l, " vm 
that wa;3 good." Prayer, he consld- 
orod, was UBdful, acting ea a bort of 
time table, hrlnslns before tihe mind 
the duties of the day, aad jjuHlng one 
up to face the obligations for their 
diBcharge. I must say I very dimly 
apprehended <hi!3 meaning at the time, 
.hut a Itttlo Incident that occurred 
Bome years afterwards showed tliat 
my remarks mode an indelible im- 
pression on his mind.

Tic Electors, however, wished to 
Choose the good Frederick the Wise 
ot Saxony, and would have done so 
but that he declared that the Empcro- 
ought to have much larger lands of liis 
own 'than his halt of Saxony, in order 
to be able to protect the country Iroui 
the -Turks and "he also thought him- 
self too old for such a charge He 
therefore, led them to choose the late 
Kaiser..; granrteon, Chirlos of Haps- 
burg. Arc*hduke of Austria, and loi-d 
Ol all the little flets thi-t made ud the 
Low Countries, as well as ICing of all 
!»paln, Naples, and Sicily, though his 
mother, the poor, crazy Juana, was 
^_a5 " t"'"l ''■'Etching hor liUBUttuU-j 
coffin, in hopes that he wuuld wake 
asaiD. 

Charles had been born at Ghent 
wttii the century, and was only nine- 
teen. His aunt Margarelihe had edu- 
cuctd hlui uL Brussels, and- he wa.s 
more of a Fleming than anything else. 
He was the exact contrarj- od' his bril- 
,h ,, f,'i'"'ra"ier, grave. silent, 
thoughtful ; vpry Plow in making un 
his mind, but never changtnR his pn,-- 
pose wnau once decided. He was 
ons In gTD'.'.'ins up, aiul Lad n seusl- 
t.ve, neri'ous timidity cibout hlin, 
which he only kept under by very 
strong self-control. He was a religious 
man, and anxious for the good of tlie 
cbuitl, ; aud he set batore him from 
tne lirit ti-.o great works as the duty 
ur u,^ iiend of ih<- Hoij- F,^naa Em- 
pire namoiy. tu l,u!d u Kcneml co.in- 

ti. Tor the pursrying or the rhurch, 
niid to have a crusade to drive back 
-I'he Turks ; but in both these !ie waa 
hiudeied all through his reign hy the 
jealousy of F.^iasis I. 
_ Luther wrole to him on the state of 
tne eliurch in strong and bitter words 
and at Che sajine time Pope Leo X. put 
rortii a buii denouncing Ltfthcr's teach- 
ins, and commandlns that If Eie did 
llot'jocalU within sLtLy days he shuuld 
be sent to Rome and den.lt with ne

Fainting. — ^Wiiaa a person faJnis, the 
beart nearly oeases ito eotlom, the 
action ot the luoj^ Is nearly or quite 
su^iteBMed, the taoa 'beoontes pale, eoid 
partial or comiplete unconsciousness 
ensues, if ithe perfioa lias fallen, do 
net slcvats .ttie hjsad, but be eai-eful 
to keep lit as low or lower tian tbe 
rest of the body. If the natlent Is sit- 
ting iu a chflix, stop beihlia him, grasp 
the obalr at *he sldei, and carefully tip 
it back until the head touches the 
iicror. This alone will ouffl'ce, Inn many 
cases. If tbc itatdent does- not Icinied- 
ja4«1y revive, loosen tbie clo41ilng about 
the neck, cheat, and abdomen; aprlnklo 
cold water In the f«ice; elap the sur- 
face of t^e body witib: tih« band or a 
Slipper; apply aaniii03i!&, compuor. or 
other imoBent odor to «be orastrllB ; 
oeoure aburndant cool, tresh air, and 
use arttficiaJ respiration. H tihe partlent 
con swallow, give very hot or very 
cold drinks.

SletpleEsnesB. — Tills greatly annoy-

1. Retire early, Tiavlng tsken, an 
hour or so previously, sufficient mus- 
ouilar exercise to induce ailffht weari- 
ness.
